Mainstream civilian aviation is 
about to take flight in Grayling, 
due to a project headed by Camp 
Grayling. A civilian general avi- 
ation area is being constructed in 
the northeast corner of the 
Grayling Army Airfield which 
will basically give Grayling its 
own miniature airport. 

Construction has already 
begun, with the facility currently 
scheduled to open on September 
30, 2008. 

“Tt will allow an opportunity 
for business growth that’s avia- 
tion based,” said Colonel Dean 
Brown, post commander for 
Camp Grayling. 

Currently, all civilian aircraft 
operations in Grayling must take 
place at the Grayling Army 
Airfield. Since civilians must 
share the facility with military 
air traffic, these operations tend 
to be very small in scope. 

“We're so limited in what we 
can do,” said Brown. 

The new general aviation area 
will continue to share the current 
runway but will feature its-own 
taxiways, aviation terminal, 
hangers and a separate entrance 
as well as parking spaces for up 
to 50 vehicles, 

“There’s also plans for a main- 
tenance hanger,” said Brown. 

This project has many advan-

tages. It is a security benefit for ° 
the Camp Grayling terminal, 
which will no longer have to 
handle civilian traffic, It also 
ensures that civilian schedules 
will not be disrupted by military 
procedures or security lock- 
downs. 

“They'll be able to do their 
own activities,” said Brown. 

The civilian terminal will fea- 
ture its own independent non- 
military operating crew, who 
have yet to be contracted. 

The addition of the new 300 
foot t-hangers should be espe- 
cially important to local flight 
enthusiasts. These facilities are 
very valuable, since they are fair- 
ly rare in the Northern Michigan 
area. 

“Tt will allow a lot of local 
people who are pilots...to store - 
their aircraft,” said Brown. 

The project first began to 
materialize about a year ago 
when Camp Grayling received a 
grant through the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) 
and Michigan Aeronautics 
toward their civilian operations. 
They decided to pool in some of 
their own engineering resources 
to make a large scale project 
materialize. 

“We thought we could do 
more with that money,” said

City officials 
tighten rules 
for peddlers

Grayling City officials are 
cracking down on transient mer- 
chants and peddlers who com- 
pete against local businesses and 
community events. 

Grayling City officials are 
working on a local policy to reg- 
ulate transient merchants and 
peddlers. 

The Grayling City Council 
discussed drafting the policy at a 
recent meeting because some 
peddlers were not properly fill- 
ing out applications to do busi- 
ness in the city and others were 
granted approval to do business 
for indefinite periods of time. 

“We are trying to level the 
playing field,” said Graying City 
Manager David Thayer. “We' 
don’t want to create an unfair 
business atmosphere where out- 
sider merchants and vendors are 
taking business away from our 
local merchants.” 

For now, the city will regulate 
persons and businesses tem- 
porarily selling goods and prod- 
ucts in the city through the 
state’s transient merchants act. 

Under the policy, the mer- 
chant must pay a $25 license fee

A military engineering divi- 
sion actually cleared the new 
aviation area as part of a train- 
ing exercise in field tactics, 
combining training with com- 
munity service.

Heavy storm causes power outages

Thousands lost power last 
Thursday night, thanks to a storm 
with lightning and heavy winds 
that wrought havoc with power 
lines in Northern Michigan. 
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Great Lakes Energy estimates 
that around 4,081 people in 
Crawford County lost power for 
at least a short period as a result 
of the storm, 

“Most were back on within 24 
hours,” said Great Lakes Energy 
press contact Dave Guzniczak. 

The storm caused the most 
power loss in the southern part of 
Grayling Township, where some 
residences did not have their 
energy restored until late Friday 
night or early Saturday morning. 

Although the storm caused a 
fair amount of power loss, it did 
not appear to result in much 


property damage, 

These sorts of storms are com- 
mon place during the summer, 
meahing that Crawford County 
residents are usually prepared for 
some power loss. 

Great Lakes Energy is also 
aware of the frequency of these 
storms, and they are taking 
strides to make sure this sum- 
mer’s storin season goes by as 
smoothly as possible, 

“We're doing a lot of reliabili- 
ty improvement,” said 
Guzniczak. “Our goal is to be

City council adopts budget, hires auditors

The City of Grayling will be 
working’ under a _ revamped 
budget as it begins its next fiscal 
year. 

The Grayling City Council 
approved its $2.1 million budget 
for the next fiscal year, which 
begins on July 1, at its last regu- 
lar meeting. 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said it would be difficult 
to compare the budget for the 
current year and the one planned 
for 2007-08 fiscal year since the 
city will be using a new budget 
format. 

Each department for the city 
will have its own account in 
order to track expenses and 
ensure financial accountability, 
Thayer said, 

Previously, the Department of 
Public Works, for example, had

More adroit performers turned 
each question into a discourse on’ some- 
thing else he ~ or she — wanted to dis- 
cuss. That’s called “staying on message” 
in the politics business.

off-beat comments. Former Democratic 
Alaska Sen. Mike Gravel and 
Republican US Rep. Ron Carl of Texas 
usually stood out among the flock.

SO FAR, FIVE debates have appeared 
on three cable networks. Audiences have 
not been huge, maybe a couple million 
top, and appear to be dwindling. 

For my own part, I’m now content to 
read about them in the next day’s news- 
papers instead of devoting an hour or so 
watching them. 

Effects of the debates have not been 
stark, The front runners still are the front 
runners, and those in the lower tier still 
are in the lower tier. 

Among Democrats, Sens. Hillary

John McCain, former 
Mayor Rudy Giuliani and former Gov. 
Mitt Romney remain ahead, the only 
ones drawing double digit favor in most 
polling. 

However, the biggest advantage, it 
seems to me, has been for the lesser

known candidates in both parties. The 
exposure has helped public awareness of 
them. 

Folks have more of an idea about the 
identities of Mike Huckabee, Tommy 
Thompson, Joe Biden, Chris Dodd and 
the other trailing candidates. 

There’s not much identification with 
ideas. Most Democrats agree with each 
other on the broad outlines of most basic 
policy, as do most Republicans on their 
side of the spectrum. But the candidates 
have emerged as individuals, not in full 
portrait, of course, but at least enough 
for most of us to tell one from another 
now. 

The format of these joint appearances 
does not permit any full discussion of 
policies and positions, nor their usually 
far-reaching ramifications. 

With their herd-nature, the “debates” 
are long on “gotcha” questions, sound 
bite responses, and guarding against any 
serious slip-of-the tongue blunder, or 
brain lapse.

The great naturalist and author 
Henry David Thoreau once 
wrote, many go fishing all their 
lives without knowing that it is 
not the fish they are after. In the 
case of many fly fishers, a more 
true statement has never been 
uttered, It has been my experi- 
ence that fishing for trout is 
enjoyable, but sitting on the bank 
of the AuSable hearing nothing 
but the rustle of the pines, the 
rush of moving water, and the call 
of streamside birds is spiritual. 
Thus it was with great sadness 
that during my recent trip to 
Grayling, I learned a recreational 
water park is being planned for 
Crawford County. 

The solitude found on the 
banks of the AuSable is a primary 
reason my father and J, and many 
others, make annual pilgrimages 
to Grayling. It is my opinion that 
the construction of a large scale 
water park will result in the loss 
of the tranquility that currently 
attracts tourists who are interest- 
ed in fly fishing: and warblers. 
Unfortunately, the opening of the 
water park is likely the first step 
onto the proverbial slippery 
slope. If the water park is suc- 
cessful, other supporting busi- 
nesses, with their low wage jobs, 
will likely follow, Before the 
growth can be checked, a pattern 
that is difficult to contain will 
likely be established. 

Understandably, it is very hard 
to argue against something that 
will bring growth and jobs to the 
Crawford County area; however, 
it is even harder to argue for a 
Grayling where moments of 
peace and contemplation on a

great river are replaced by tourists 
waiting to enter a 1,850 acre 
water park. The Avalanche has 
stated that 700 of the 2000 jobs 
will be part-time and it is not 
unreasonable to assume that the 
vast majority of the remaining

Before anyone jumps on the 
bandwagon to support the water 
park, they should at least consider 
whether these low wage jobs are 
worth risking what has made 
Grayling so appealing to nature 
minded tourists. It was good to 
read that the water for the pro- 
posed park would be supplied 
from someplace other than the 
local aquifer but the article makes 
no mention of what will happen 
to the effluent? A park such as 
the one proposed will surely pro- 
duce thousands, if not millions, of 
gallons of effluent per day. Is the 
effluent going to be discharged 
into a local waterway? If the 
answer is yes, then the Anglers of 
the AuSable, other like minded 
conservation groups, and all who 
truly love rivers should oppose 
this project- with the vigor and 
enthusiasm that they are using to 
oppose drilling in the Mason 
Tract. If someone does not step 
forward to oppose the water park, 
then the image of Grayling as an 
area of solitude will likely give 
way to an image of Grayling as a 
place where thousands flock for 
cookie cutter theme parks, hotels, 
and strip malls.

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Abounding Sin 


We saw in Rom. 5:12 that “sin 
entered into the world, and 
death by sin” through Adam. We 
saw how all of us face sin, con- 
demnation, and death through 
Adam. Now we study the ques- 
tion of why God's law entered 
the world along side of sin and 
death, 

“20Moreover the law entered, 
that the = offence = might 
abound...” (Rom. 5:20a). How 
does God's law make the 
offence or sin to abound? First, 
it is not God causing nian to sin 
as James [:13 says: “[3Let no 
man say when he is tempted, | 
am tempted of God: for God 
cannot be tempted with evil, 
neither tempteth he any man.” 

God's law makes the offence 
abound by identifying sin or 
telling us what God defines as 
sin. A Holy God sets the stan- 
dards of sin and righteousness. 
Rom. 3:20 told us the law can- 
not justify anyone, “....for by 
the law is the knowledge of sin.” 
As Paul said in Rom. 7:7: “.. 07 
had not known sin, but by the 
law: for T had not known lust, 
except the law had said, Thou 
shalt not covet.” 

God’s law makes the offence 
abound by identifying those 
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The Bible Speaks 


who sin as transgressors of 
God’s law. “4Whosoever com- 
mitteth sin transgresseth also the 
law: for sin is the transgression 
of the law.” (1 John 3:4). As 
James 2:10,11 says: “LOFor 
whosoever shall keep the whole 
law, and yet offend in one point, 
he is guilty of all. LL For he that 
said, Do not commit adultery, 
said also, Do not kill. Now if 
thou commit no adultery, yet if 
thou kill, thou art become a 
transgressor of the law.’ “8But 
sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, wrought in me all 
manner of concupiscence, For 
without the law sin was dead.:

Indie film shot at Mercy Hospital

Hollywood, lookout. Grayling 
became a part of the ever-grow- 
ing indte motion picture scene on 
Saturday, June 2 when a film 
crew from Lansing shot their lat- 
est motion picture on the second 
floor of Mercy Hospital. 

“(Mercy Hospital) had a very 
distinct cinematic quality to it,” 
said Mike Amman, producer of 
the short film, entitled Bonsai. 

Preproduction for the film 
began in June of 2006, when 
Amman, who is a Michigan State 
University. graduate: with a film 
study specialization, connected 
with Colin Parks, the writer and 
eventual director of the picture. 
The script called for a hospital, 
but the crew of guerrilla film- 
makers were short on cash for 
production expenses. 

“T looked at some of the hospt- 
tals here in Lansing...and they 
all cost a lot of money,” said 
Amman. 

Amman eventually got. in 
touch with Mercy Hospital, who 
gave his crew access to a hallway 
and two rooms of the second 
floor ambulatory ward for one 
day of free shooting. 

“Tt was an amazing experience 
there,” said Amman. 

It was in Grayling where 
Amman and the rest of his pro- 
duction team first met their entire 
cast, some of whom were drawn 
from local talent. Two members 
of the cast, as well as extras, 
were from Grayling and the sur- 
rounding area. 

“We only met literally the 
night before we filmed it,” said 
Grayling resident Deb Glicker, 
who played a compassionate 
caretaker named Dottie. 

“T was a little nervous because 
[only had the script for a week to 
10 days beforehand,” said 
Glicker. 

Nonetheless, the entire produc- 
tion went relatively smoothly, 
with all principle photography 
for the five minute film being 
captured in one mammoth 16 
hour shoot. 

“Pm just so glad that the crew 
that J] hac... worked so well,” said 
Amman. 

Amman, who first began work 
in the film industry with small 
editing jobs in 2002, took on this 


project because he felt that 
Parks’s script was both artistical- 
ly compelling and logistically 
easy to accomplish, since it was 
only five minutes long. 

“This is the first film that I’ve 
truly produced,” said Amman. 

“The biggest challenge is try- 
ing to coordinate so many people 
and so many pieces at the same 
time.” 

Bonsai focuses on a man’s 
struggles as he lies in his hospital 
bed. 

“The main character in it is 
kind of dealing with right to life 
issues and motivation,” said 
Amman. 

Intriguingly, the main charac- 
ter, named Donald, never utters a 
single word in the film. 

“It’s fun, really,” said actor 
John Minsky, who played 
Donald. “You're doing every- 
thing with your eyes and your 
body.”

Glicker had the unique respon- 


sibility of handling almost all of 


the dialogue for Bonsai, effec- 
tively making this Grayling resi- 
dent the star of the picture. 

‘She was a very sweet charac- 
ter and really wanting to connect 
with this patient,” said Glicker. 
“The writer, he wrote a really 
nice little film.” 

Now that principle photogra- 
phy is done, the crew has entered 
the postproduction stage of the 
filmmaking process.

‘Northern Woodcrafters expands operations

Staff Writer 
Rustic log and lodge style fur- 
niture will soon be manufactured 
in a plant where canoe paddles 
were made in Grayling, 
Northern Woodcrafters pur- 
chased the former Carlisle 
Paddles ‘and Oars, Inc. building 
located on North Down River 
Road in May. 


Currently, the building is being 
used as a warehouse and distribu- 
tion center-for the rustic log and 
lodge, style furniture manufac- 
tured by Northern Woodcrafters. 

The company, which was start- 
ed by Scott Page six years ago, 
was using five warehouses in 
Frederic, Grayling and 


Roscommon to store its goods. 
“It just wasn’t cost effective,

so we decided to purchase this 
building and bring everything 
under one roof,” Page said. 

In Grayling, Northern 
Woodcrafters sells its products at 
the Hometown Furniture and 
Design Center. The firm distrib- 
utes its products to furniture 
dealers and stores in 28 states. 

The furniture is: made from 
pine, white cedar and aromatic 
red‘cedar. The company manu- 
factures entertainment centers, 
home and office furniture and 
furnishings and sells hundreds of 
log beds and bunk beds each 
month. 

“We've found that happy 
medium that people accept and it 
tends to work out,’ Page said. 
“We can fully furnish a home, 
cabin or cottage right down to the 
pictures on the walls.” 

Northern Woodcrafters cur- 
rently contracts with dozens of 
Amish builders to manufacture 
the furniture. 

In the coming month, Northern 
Woodcrafters will begin manu- 
facturing about 70 percent of its 
furniture at the North Down 
River Road site. 

The company will spend about 
$250,000 for its manufacturing 
equipment and a semi tractor- 
trailer to haul the furniture. 

The company plans to expand 
its workforce from six employ- 
ees to having 26 employees by 
the end of the year. 

“We wanted to keep the busi- 
ness right here in Grayling and 
help the local economy grow,” 
Page said. 

Page said he hopes to eventual- 
ly incorporate 100 percent of the 
firm’s furniture manufacturing in 


the plant. Plans are also in the 
works to expand the warehouse 
space and loading docks in the 
next couple of years. 

Prototypes for new furniture 
and furnishings made at the plant 
are made available at the 
Hometown Furniture and Design 
Center as a test market. 

“Tf it doesn't retail in Grayling, 
it’s not going to retail anywhere 
else in the country,” Page said. 

While dealing with a downturn 
in business due to the economy, 
Page says he plans to expand his 
business into 36 states by the end 
of the year. 

“Fumiture is a luxury item, 
and people are scared about 
what’s going to happen next,” 


. Page said. 


Carlisle Paddle, was started by 
the late Ken Carli le, who oper- 
ated in the Carlisle Canoe Livery, 
in Grayling in 1971. 

The company was acquired by 
Johnson Outdoor, Inc. in 1991]. 
Officials for the Racine, Wis. 
based corporation opted to move 
the assembly and distribution of 
the oars and paddies from 
Grayling to Grand Haven in 
December 2005.

said Silverman, one of two 
trustees on the  board’s 
Presidential Search Advisory 
Committee. “I can’t wait for him 
to get here.” 

Sally Galer, board president, 
said she received rave reviews 
about Quinn’s ability from the 
SACC faculty and board mem- 
bers, as weil as local chamber of 
commerce officials. One official 
reportedly told Galer that Quinn 
“was the glue that held SouthArk 
together.” 

“We were certainly interested 
to see if Dr. Quinn seemed to be 
whom he seemed to be (during 
the interview process),” Galer 
added about the reason for the 
campus visit. “And he seems to 
be even better.” 

Dale Shantz, director of human 
resources at Kirtland, said those 
seeking to connect with Quinn 
via phone call or e-mail are more 
likely to find the new president 
answering their questions or con- 
cerns with a very personal touch. 

“He’s hard to catch in his 
office,’ Shantz said of Quinn. 
“But give him a call and leave a 
voice message, and he’s bound to 
show up on your doorstep.” 

“We heard nothing but praise 
from everyone,” added Ilene 
Scherer, general manager of 
KCC’s accounting department 
and the classified employee rep- 
resentative. “And we asked some 
pretty tough questions. “He’s a 
great problem-solver, working 
with both sides,” she said. 

Another factor in Quinn’s hir- 
ing was his proven ability to help 
create partnerships within the 
business community. While 
serving as a department chair- 
man at Northeast Towa 
Community College, Quinn and 
another faculty member helped 
establish a joint venture with the 
John Deere Co. to train better 
service technicians needed for 


Towa’s agricultural economy. 
According to Quinn, the program 
has since been replicated in 15 


states and five Canadian 
provinces. 
“He looks very good at finding 


ways to create relationships,” 
Galer said. “He’s a visionary, but 
he’s good at seeing the vision and 
the practicality.” 

After voting to hire Quinn, 
board members also finalized 
details for a three-year contract 
that includes a starting salary of 
$120,378 annually. Overall, 
Shantz said Quinn’s contract will 
be very similar to that of his 
predecessor. 

“A lot is expected of him,” said 
Trustee Roberta Werle, before 
the board approved the contract 
by another 6-0 vote, “You get 
what you pay for.” 

The college will also provide a 
housing allowance, requiring its 
new president to live off campus. 

“We want a presence out in the 
community,” Shantz said. “This 
is our expectation. By doing this 
(providing the housing 
allowance), the board can hold 
him accountable for that.” 

Quinn said he’s currently 
working to “wrap up things” at 
SouthArk, but he hopes to be in 
northern Michigan for his first 
day of work in mid-July. 

“There’s a lot to do,’ Quinn 
said. “By in large, I’m hoping 
(SouthArk) can run without a 
vice president for eight to 10 
months. 

“We're pretty organized. It’s a 
good time for a transition,” he 
added. “I really look forward to 
coming up there.” 

Prior to SouthArk, Quinn held 
the position of dean of academic 
affairs (chief academic officer) 
and vice president (1998-2003) 
at Northland Community and 
Technical College in Thief River 
Falls, Minn., and assistant direc-
